Thank goodness my coworker was able to get me a cup of noodles from the store outside the 
cafeteria or | would have starved. | just feel if | have to report to work, at least make sure we have enough food 
here. This is really unbelievable that staff have to be treated this way. We already don't have anywhere to sit and 
eat, adding to that having barely any affordable/no food
